He was 
minister of public instruction in the Ribot cabinet in 1892; presi- 
dent of the council of ministers (premier) and minister of the 
interior in April, 1893; president of the chamber of deputies in 
December, 1893, and president of the council anl mimister of the 
interior in May, 159, which offices he resigned on January H, 
1895. 

M. Dupuy was regarded as a strong rival of M. Casimir- 
Perier in the canva%s for a successor to the late M. Carnot,

Dreyfus, M. Bard also sa.d, denied to Colonel Paty du 
Clam that he even had relations, directly or indirectly, with for- 
eign powers. 

Great stress was laid by M. Bard on Colonel Picquart's let- 
ter of July 14, 1898, to the minister of justice, in which he gave 
several principal arguments against the probability of guilt 
of Dreyfus, including the impossibility of Dreyfus procuring the 
plans of fortresses and projects for the movement of troops un- 
detected, whereas, Major Bsterhazy had free access thereto. 

This letter also cites interviews which Colonel Picquart had 
with Generals Billot and Gonse, and says: 

“With the proof in my hands, I have estabilshed the 
cence of Dreyfus.”’

Almost every day a long report has come 
by cable from Judge Day, president of the 
American commissioners. Patis, telling 
what. has been accomplished, what the 
Spanish commissioners were seeking and 
what the American commissioners pro- 
pese to do at the next meeting. The pres- 
ident has gone over these reports very care- 
fully and sometimes with military or naval 
experts, if their advice seemed to be neces- 
sary. 

Yesterday’s report was very long, and to 
have reduced it to cipher code for the pur- 
pose of telegraphing it to Philadelphia 
would have consumed more time and been 
less satisfactory in results than the ser- 
vices of a messenger.

As these legions pressed past his face was 
set, but not stern, and in his eyes was a 
gleam of satisfaction. From his steadfast 
@aze one might have fancied him listening 
to the sounds other than those which struck 
on the common ear—sounds of deeper im- 
port, telling the meaning of this glittering 
panorama. Behind those martial tunes he 
might have heard the music of cannon 
volleys, the sound of fulling citles and the 
dying shrieks of a decadent people. But 
over these and louder he might have heard 
peans of praise from a helpless infant na- 
tion lifted out of servitude and cruelty by 
the work of these embattled hosts. Yet, 
the central theme and motive of it all was 
one of joy and pride in the men and their 
work and the nation of which they are. 

This was the true significance of the 
event. Here and there, when some particu- 
larly renowned body of troops marched by, 
the president smilingly waved his hat and 
motioned the crowds across the way to 
cheer. 

There was not an untoward feature of 
the day—the weather was tonic autumn— 
sunlit, gusty; the vast crowds Were handled 
with commendable skill and whatever acci- 
Gents occurred were of the most trivia! 
character, 

During the parade the president was sur- 
founded by a small party consisting of Vice 
President Hobart, Secretary of War Alger, 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, Postmas- 
ter General Smith, Private Secretaries Por- 
ter and Cortelyou, Mayor Warwick and a 
few members of the jubilee committee. 

McKinley and Miles Meet. 

After breakfast Mr. McKinley and his 
party were driven in open carriages along 
the route of the parade, about seven miles 
in length. The drive was, of course, mark- 
ed by incessant applause from the crowds. 
While driving up Broad street the party 
passed Genera] Miles and his staff, who 
were riding to the p:ace of formation. The 
moment the general’s sword mieic its salu- 
tatory sweep the president arose in the 
carriage and raised his hat, holding it aloft 
tntil they had passed. 

At 11:25 o’clock the platoon of the emer- 
gency corps, which held the head of the 
line, reached the stand and from then unti! 
2:30 o'clock the soldiers and sailors tramp- 
ed on in splendid marching order, every 
eword raised in salute, every gun presented. 

Many illustrious heroes were in l.ne, but 
there was little partiality displayed in the 
kind or quantity of enthusiasm accorded 
them. 

Major General Miles, as chief marshal, 
rode at the front, immediately behind the 
emergency corps, until he reached his spe- 
cial reviewing stand at Broad and York 
streets, the northern end of the route. Here 
he dismounted and from the stand watched 
his men file past. 

General Joe Wheeler rode behind the 
governors, his gray head bared for some 
minutes before and after the pres dential 
stand was reached and bowing repeatedly 
to the president's waving hat and the ap- 
plause of the others of the party and the 
people generally. 

General Sumner, Captain Bob Evans, 
Commodore Philip, Captain Sigsbee, Colo- 
nel Huntington, with his marines of Guan- 
tanamo fame, all received tumultuous greet- 
ing, but after all perhaps the loudest ova- 
tion was that given Hobson and his Merri- 
mac crew. They rode on a tal!vho and as 
they reached the reviewing stand all! arose, 
faced the president and bowed their bared 
heads.

Passing the presidential stand, the troops 
marched in “‘company front’ formation in 
three-step cadence, one-third faster than 
the regular time. In nearly every instance 
the marching was almost faultless. 

As the last line of soldiers and the body 
of polize behind them passed the stand, the 
crowds broke through the ropes and made 
a rush toward the president’s inclosure. 
He merely bowed his acknowledgments of 
the cheering and then withdrew by the 
rear of the stand to tne residence of Mrs.

BEFORE COMMISSION 


War [nvestigating Beard Helds Two Ses- 
sions at Huntsville. 


AMBULANCES WERE SHORT 


One Witness Says Sickness Originated 
in Swampy Camp at Tampa. 


A HIGH COMPLIMENT PAID THE SURGEON 


No Evidence of Neglect on the Part of 
Any Department Is Shown by 
Those Who Testify. 


Huntsville, Ala., October 27.—The war in- 
vestigation commission began its work with 
Captain Auger, who was in the quartermas- 
ter’s department at ‘;ampa, on the stand. 
He egaid that for a time the department 
was swamped there and attributed the con- 
gestion to the railroads. 

Captain Culler, Ohio volunteers, who has 
had charge of the ambulance corps at 
Tampa, said there was a shortage of am- 
bulanees there, and that the camp condl- 
tions were bad. 

Colonel Duify, of the Sixty-ninth New 
York, said his command had never lacked 
commissary supplies, but that there was 
some delay in furnishing quarterm‘%ster 
stores. The sick had been well cared tcr, 
and while he had heard some criticism in 
the New York newspapers, he had heard 
none from the men. He thought most of 
the sickness originated in the swampy camp 
at Tampa. There they had to dig only six 
inches for water and there were no tent 
floors. He said there had been sixteen 
deaths in the regiment. 

Captain Charles V. Parkhurst, of the Sec- 
ond artillery, detailed the participation of 
the artillery in the siege of Santiago, There 
were times when his men did not have time 
to eat, but there was no time when they 
did not have food. There was also plenty 
of forage for the ‘horses. He was wounded 
twice on the 2d of July and his wounds 
were dressed within a few minutes after 
they were received. 

First Lieutenant Conklin, of the Second 
artillery, who was tn the Santiago cam- 
paign, said the only muterial deticit in sup- 
plies was powder, which he thought should 
have been smokeless. He gaid that going 
into Cuba the guns and horses were éep- 
arated. He thought this could have been 
avoided. He was the only member of his 
battery, officer or man, who had not been 
sick as a result of the Cuban campaign, 
but he aid not think the sickness could 
have been prevented. 

Major Leboe, in command of the 
cavalry, complained of the difficulty in se- 
curing lumber, firewood, ‘horse shoes and 
stoves in the camp here. He also said there 
had not been sufficient medical supplies in 
Cuba, and that the transport Gate City, 
in which the command came north, was 
poorly sulted to the purpose. 

Captain Stretch, of the Tenth intantry, 
gave in detail the San Juan fighting. He 
said there was no time when the nen Lad 
nothing to eat, but he did not remember 
having drawn a full ration while in Cuba. 
He said the sick of the command were fed 
at Montauk better than they had ever Leen 
before in their lives. 

The commission devoted the afternoon to 
an inspection of the military camp at tmis 
place. The commission was divided into 
four parties for this purpose, and even then 
the task was not accomplished until the day 
was well gone. It is a large camp, andthe 
inspection was very thorough. 

The camp was found in good order 
throughout. The men generally were put- 
ting things in order, very much as if they 
expected to remain all winter. 

There were several complaints. of poor 
tents and a portion of the First Florida in- 
fantry which is camped here was clamoring 
for stoves and underclothing. A large ma- 
jority of the troops at this point are regu- 
lars who participated in the Cuban cam- 
paign, and their camps generally were as 
clean as well kept homes. 

The Fifth cavalry, which has been or- 
dered to Porto Rico, gave a calisthenics 
drill, which the visitors enjoyed very much. 

Dr. Connor and Governor Beaver, wao 
visited the general hospital, found a very 
interesting patient there in a man in whom 
life has been kept for the past three weeks 
by keeping him immersed in water heated 
to $99 degrees. The man's leg had been am- 
putated at the hip joint because of the 
severing of the femoral artery, 

The commission heid a session at night 
and after examining a few witnesses left 
for Chattanooga at 11 o'clock. 

Tomorrow will be devoted to an inspec- 
tion of the site of Camp Thomas at Chick- 
amauga park, 

Night Session Is Heid. 

The principal witness at the night session 
was Dr. Churles M. Lee, who was executive 
officer at the detention hospital at Montauk 
Point. He said the hospital was so crowded 
that on occasions when a large number of 
new men were received it was necessary 
to remove men from their beds and put 
them on the floor in order to make room 
for all; also patients were kept over 
night under flies. He said there Was a de- 
ficiency of medical supplies and he did not 
think their treatment was the 
patients should had; New 
York city.

That He Saw No ene: of the Lash on 
McFoy’s Body—What the Con- 
vict Camp Men Say. | 


Waycross, Ga., October 27.—(Special.)— 
Coroner Grimes left Waycross today at 
noon in a private conveyance for Beach, 
twenty miles up the Air-Line railroad, to 
hold an inquest over the remains ef Lew's 
Mckoy, the youth who died Tuesday while 
lying on the depot platform waiting for the 
train. He probably arrived at Beach about 
dark. The dead body of the boy lay on 
the platform from Tuesday mofning till 
Wednesday evening, when it was removed 
to Lee cemetery, two miles away, and 
buried. The burial was conducted by C. 
W. Deen & Co.’s manager, Mr. Williams 
son, Dr. Parker having examined the body 
previously, stating that he found no signs 
of the whip on the body. 

Herbert Riggins and R. M. Lewis, of 
Beach, examined the body Tuesday morn- 
ing and seaming blue stripes on the back 
concluded that McFoy had been whipped. 
In fact such a rumor came to their ears, 
resulting in an examination of the corpse. 
They expressed a desire to have an inquest 
held and telephoned from Sessom’'s Station 
to Waycross for the ceroner. 

Tuesday afternoon Dr. Parker, of Nich- 
ols, passed through Beach on the train 
and Was engaged by djeorge W. Deen to 
make an examination of the body, with the 
result stated, The coroner did not learn 
Of the message till about noon today and 
he burried off to hold the inquest. It seems 
that Riggins and Lewis were satisfied with 
Dr. Parker's examination and told Mr. 
Deen they did not care any more about an 
inquest, Mr, Deen went over to Beach 
this morning, carrying burial ciothes for 
the dead body, with the intention wf hav- 
ing the burial] attended to decently. He 
found that the burtal occurred yesterday 
evening. He went to C. W. Deen 
convict camp and saw Williamson, 
in charge, and McRimmon, the 
master, and ascertained from 
neither McFoy nor Henderson 
whipped at all, and that the boys were 
only required to pack “‘scrape” turpentine 
in barrels with their feet an@ did not wear 
chains or stripes. 

Say the Boys Were Treated Kindly. 

McRimmon slept in the same house with 
the boys and said he treated them kindly. 
Williamson said he sent the boys to Way- 
cross for medical attention at their own 
special request and told them to return 
when well and complete their sentences. 
He paid their railroad fares. He said he 
offered to ser.d for Dr. Dedge, at Sessoms, 
and the boys preferred to come to Way- 
cross. 

Henderson's body left last night by ex- 
press for Durham, N. C. The coroner ex- 
amined the body and intended to hold an 
inquest, but decided that it was unneces- 
sary. He consulted the ordinary as to the 
advisability of the Inquest and was not 
encouraged to proceed. 

Mr. Deen says that Dr. Parker said the 
blue stripes on MecFoy’s back were caused 
by wrinkles in his clothes as he lay on his 
back. Ma Peen was surprised to jearn this 
evening on his return home that the cor- 
oner had gone'to Beach to hold an inquest 
and said that the parties who expressed a 
wish for the inquest on Tuesday were sat- 
{isfled after Dr. Parker's examination. The 
coroner will have to decide what his duty 
is after learning the particulars tonight.

There is 
some reason to belleve that he will return 
nome without doing so.

Frank Shelvey, alias J. &S. Finley, the 
private of the hospital corps at Fort Mc- 
Pherson who was arrested some weeks 
ago on the charge of opening the mail at 
the post and who was bound over under 
bond to the federal court, has been con- 
fronted by the officers at the post with 
the charge of fraudulent enlistment and 
has been pla ed under heavy guard at the 
barracks. 

The evidence against Shelvey is of a 
ferivous nature and should he escape the 
federal court in his coming trial for tam- 
pering with the mail, it is almost certain 
that he will be convicted before a court- 
martial for fraudulent enlistment. 

Yesterday afternoon the prisoner was 
Captain Forbes, commander 
questioned 


called befure 
of the post, and was sharply 
in regard to his past record in the army, 
but he stoutiy denied having ever served 
in any branch of the army before. He 
Stated that his name was Finley, and that 
he had never gone by any other name, 

Captain Forbes at once summoned Ser- 
geant Baker, who was a retired commis- 
sary sergeant at the time thé Fourth ar- 
tillery garrisoned Fort McPherson. Ser- 
geant Baker stated that he remembered 
the prisoner Well and that his name was 
I’rank Shelvey and was. formerly a private 
in the Fourth artillery. 

Shelvey saw that it would do him no 
good tu deny the statement of Sergeant 
Baker and admitted to Captain Forbes that 
hed enlisted under an assumed name. He 
protested, however, that his discharge 
from the Fourth amillery was not for dis- 
honorable conduct, but for the reason that 
he failed once to come to revellle call, 

This assertion of the prisoner was also 
contested by Captain Forbes, who ridiculed 
the idea otf a goldier being discharged for 
such a reason. 

Shelvey has litthe sympathy shown him 
from either the troops or his old comrades 
of the hospital corps, and none at the post 
seem to regret his present position. Other 
evidence will be coliected at once leading 
to the conviction of Shelvey on the charge 
of frauduient enlistment and in the mean- 
time he will have to answer the charge of 
robbing the mail at the present session of 
the federal court.

Hospital Train Arrives. 

The regular government hospital train 
With 100 patients on board arrived at Fort 
MePherson yesterday morning, trom Jack- 
sonville, Fla, The train was in charge of 
Major Richard, of th nospital service, 
and came straight through to this city 
trom Jacksonville 

Of the 10 troops on the train all but 
seven of them are volunteers, and all state 
troops with the exception of three men 
from the Second volunteer cavalry, 

The’ hospital train arrived in the city at 
S o'clock vesterday morning and was 
SWitehed to the side-tracks near the post 
at once, but the work of unloading the 
sick Was not begun until 11 o'clock. 

All of the men on the train with few ex- 
ceptions were suffering with typhoid fever 
and a number of bad cases were reported 
by Major Richard to the surgeon in 
charge of the hospitals. All of the men 
had to be taken from the train through 
the Windows of the cars with stretchers 
and conveyed in this manner to the beds 
walting for them in the hospitals. 

Of the sick troops on the train, thirty- 
three of them are privates of the One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-first Indiana, twenty-two of 
the Sixth Missouri, nine of the Fourth Ili- 
nois, sixteen of the Second South Carolina, 
seven of tne hospital corps, three of the 
Second volunteer cavalry, one of the First 
South Carolina and seven of the Third Ne- 
braska, 

No fatalities occurred on the trip to At- 
lanta;, although some of the fever patients 
are very low and may die at anv moment. 

In the hospitals of the post, owing to the 
large number of patients who have left re- 
cently on furloughs, there was a sufficinet 
number of beds for all the troops on the 
train, so that the hospital tents on the 
field will not be used.

The Georgia-Vanderbilt football game, 
the first of the season in this city, will be 
played tomorrow alternoon at Piedmont 
parky, and the contest between the rival 
colleges will be witnessed by a large audi- 
ence, 

Both Georgia and Vanderbilt reach At- 
lanta tonight and the elevens will put up 
at the hotels in order tu be in goo? condli- 
tion for the game tomorrow. The Athens 
boys will come with their full team and a 
good supply of substitutes to use in case 
of accident, with a backing of college 
students giving forth a yell that will carry 
dismay to the heart of the strongest Van- 
derbilt player. 

Coach McCarthy has brought his team 
up to splendid condition in the few weeks 
that the men have had to practice at 
Athens. and the friends of the untversity 
entertain no fear thht the heavy Vander- 
bilt eleven will run Over the Georgians. 

The makeup of the Vanderbilt team Is 
not Known, since the eleven has not played 
gouth of Nashville since the beginning of 
the season, but it 1s certain that the Ten- 
nesseeans have 2 stronger team than the 
one of last year. With seven old men back 
in uniform the team has an advantage that 
will be difficult to overcome. 

Acton. the coach of the Vanderbilt team, 
is an old Univers.ty of Pennsylvania man 
and is recognized as one of the ablest 
coaches in the south. He has trained the 
Vanderbilt team for two seasons, and has 
made it one of the most formidable among 
so.thern colleges. 

Changes Have Been Made. 

Without referring the matter to the 
Northern Intercollegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion for concurrence, the offecials of the 
Southern Association have made several 
charges in the rules of football that are 
recognized as improving the game con- 


siderably. 


In order to stop professionaiism as much 
as posible it is has been decided that no 
player can go from one college to another 
and emake the foutball team until he has 
remained a year. This is practically the 
rule among the largest colleges in the 
north and in the past it has worked suc- 
cessfully 

With regard to the rules of the game 
proper, the changes there are generally 
known. Points for a touchdown and kicked 
goal and for a drop kick from the field 
have been made the same so as to encour- 
age the players to kick more and use the 
mass plays less. 

In mass plays the greatest number of 
men have been injured on the fleld, and the 
rules of the Intercollegiate Athletic Asso- 
clation have been made as much as possi- 
ble with a view of prevenung brutalit 

Georgia’s team is in perfect condition 
with the exeeption of Bond, the left tackle, 
who wae hurt slightly in the game with 
the Technological School, played in Athens 
last Saturday. <All the other men on the 
team have passed the season without ac- 
cident and will put up the game of their 
lives against Vanderbiit tomorrow. 

Bond's injury was a slight one and 
hoped that he will be able to get in 
game in Atlanta. 

In offensive work the University of Geor- 
gia was never in better condition, the men 
getting into the interference with wonder- 
ful alacrity and playing the ends for all 
they are worth. In bucking the team is 
also strong, although the play is seldom 
used at the present time. 

Jones. tha star fullback of the wuniver- 
sity, will be in the fight with Vanderbilt 
and can be depended on for good kicking 
and hard bucking. He entered the univer- 
sity last year and was one of the best 
players on the last years team. 

Captain Walden {is the old standby of the 
Georgians, and in the capacity of captain 
holds his men toeéther with great. skill 
and foresieht. Walden has piaved on the 
university team for three successive sea- 
sons and is one of the hardest tackles jin 
the south. 

With the team ‘from the wniversity will 
come a crowé of college bovs and cititzens 
of Athens, who never lose interest in the 
welfare of the football team. While Van- 
derbilt has many staunch friends in At- 
lanta the red and biack of the university 
of Georgia will predominate over the 
orange and black.

Mr. Hamilton Douglas introduced a reso- 
lution rescinding the former resolution and 
spoke at length on it. He opposed the rule 
Which will foree teachers to stand another 
examination in addition to their present 
work and asked that his resolution be 
passed, 

Mr, Douglas was opposed by other mem- 
rs of the board and a long discussion of 
> question ensued and the resolution was 
finally defeated by a vote of 4 to 2, Messrs. 
Smith, Bloodworth, Miles and Pappen- 
helmer voted against the resolution and 
Messrs, Douglas and Stephens voted for it. 

The resolution was as follows: 

“Be it resolved, That the resolution re- 
quiring that all teachers of grammar and 
other schools be required to take examt!ina- 
tion in arithmetic if previous examinations 
be not 80 per cent or over be rescinded.’’ 

When asked about the resolution and his 
reasons for introducing it Mr. Doug {as said: 

“f offered the resolutions because I de- 
Sired that the teachers have, in view of 
the extra labors thrust upon them this 
year, a longer time in which to take such 
examinat one. My reasons were, first, be- 
cause this year the teachers have an un- 
usual labor thrust upon them by reason 
of the board having an almost entirely new 
Bet Of text books; second, because the new 
Sy8tem of marking pupils has imposed un- 
usual and extensive duties on the teachers 
of our schools and they have not time, 
theregore, for such examinations, ¢o as to 
do the teachers any practica] good; third, 
because exam nations are, at best, but a 
f fitness of candidates for teachers’ 
and to require an examination 
now, indiseriminately, of all teachers who 
have not made a certain grade is to re- 
quire teachers, quatified by long years of 
experence, to undergo an ordeal which 
disqualifies them for present service and 
does them no practical good for their pres- 
ent service; fourth, because the present 
system of examination provides no real 
test of the teaching ability of teachers for 
their several grades. It seems to me foolish 
that teachers in primary grades should be 
required to ‘llustrate their ability to ex- 
tract cube root and pass no examinations 
with special reference to their fitness and 
ability to teach primary grades,’’ 

Mr. Douglas made his argument on this 
line and spoke at length before the board. 
As a result of the discussion a resolution 
was adopted modifying the original cesolu- 
tion to the extent that no teacher be re- 
quired to take the examinat'on before the 
regular May examination unless she so de- 
Sites, 

in the monthly report of Superintendent 
Sluton he called attention to the fact that 
the number of sick children in the schoo's 
has increased considerably since the pas- 
sage of a resolution excusing absence when 
it is caused by sickness. The report stated 
that the amount of sickness in the schools 
at present is greater than ever before and 
that more chi.dren become sick and ‘leave 
school during school hours than ever be- 
fore. 

The members of the board were of the 
Opinion that the new resolution had not 
been in effect long enough for a definite 
idea of its workings to be obta ned. but it 
was changed to such an extent that here- 
after parents in writing excuses will have 
to say that their chi:d was sick and tov ill 
to attend schoo!, otherwise the child wilil 
be marked as absent. 

Dr. Stephens, of the council committee on 
schools and teachers and member of the 
board of education, presented to the board 
the resolution of Mr. Mayson providing for 
thea appointment of two ladies as members 
of the board of education and asked the 
board for an expression of its opinion on 
the resolution. 

A resolution which will be prepared by 
President Smith was adopted in which the 
board expresses its hesitancy in assuming 
to express itself on a matter which is yet 
to be acted on by the city council. The 
board expresses no op.nion concerning the 
resolution. 

The matter of dividing the work of the 
year in the different grades of the schools 
was referred by the board to the faculties 
of the various schools. The report of the 
committee on- schools, as printed in The 
Constitution yesterday morning, Was 4c- 
cepted by the board.

Nelms yesterday 
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An injunction Was granted yésterday by 
Judge Lumpkin against Sheriff Nelms to 
stop him from paying to Solicitor O'Neal of 
the city criminal court his portion of the 
‘insolvent costs in a number of cases where 
the basis of payment prior to 186 was for 
felonies, but since 1866 is for misdemeanors. 

The injunction was brought by Clerk of 
the Superior Court Tanner, and it is a test 
case. The question involved promises to 
bring out some interesting developments 
before it is finally adjudicated. 

In 1866 the reduction was made by the les- 
islature in a number of offenses against the 
peace of the state. The crimes were classed 
as felonies, and are now considered and 
punished for their commission as for mis- 
demeanors. Previéus to the reduction the 
solicitor of the court Was paid his fees 
as required by law, for felony cases The 
act having become a law, it made the fees 
much less in these cases since tacy were 
misdemeanors, and the injunction signed 
yesterday was to prohibit Sheriff Ne! ims 
paying the fees on the basis that they have 
heretofore been paid. 

The bill'for injunction was presented to 
Judge Lumpkin by Mr. Reuben Arnold at 
® o'clock yesterday and after reading the 
bill and looking at some law on the § ubjecs 
Judge Lumpkin granted the restraining or- 
der’ and set the hearing for November 12th. 

If the injunction is sustained in the hizgh- 
er courts and is made permanent it will 
result in the fees from the city criminal 
court being re@uced to about one-third the 
emount they now are. 

The fees in felony cases are as follows: 

Solicitor $30,50, clerk $6, sheriff $3.25. 

In misdemeanor cases: 

Solicitor $10, clerk $6, sheriff $3.25. 

Clerk Tanner has brought the injunction 
to aettle a point that has long been agitated 
and belicves if the case jis carried to higher 
courts it will bring a decision which will 
settle a much discussed question. The in- 
junction was served yesterday and no fees 
will be paid. to Solicitor James O’Neil until 
the court has finally determined the ques- 
tion, This may require some time and in 
that event the salary of the solicitor will be 
tied up by the law until a final decision is 
made, 

The question involved so materially af- 
fects the revenue from the office of solicitor 
of the city criminal court that it is one of 
great importance to many of the attorneys 
of the city. There are a large number of 
candidates for the place to sueceed Solicitor 
O’Neil, but it is believed if the amount of 
fees yearly received from the office is cut 
down two-thirds of the present amount 
there will be many of the candidates to 
withdraw.

THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMIS- 
sjoners will meet today at noon and open 
bids for the construction of a high sione 
wall around the new jail. There ‘have been 
many requests for plans and specifications 
and a number of bids are expected. The 
contract will be let ¢o the lowest bidder 
and the work commenced at once. The wall 
will be about twelve feet high and sixteen 
inches wide._. 

Another important matter that wlll prob- 
ably be discussed is the contract with the 
sheriff for feeding the prisoners, Ughting 
the jail and the care and attention of ‘he 
building. It is probable that the present 
contract between the county commissioners 
and the sheriff will be continued by the 
board. 

A cell rent of 5 cents a day will doubtless 
be charged for the care of United States 
prisoners and the prisoners from othét 
counties, It is thought that this will amount 
to quite a sum in the aggregate, although 
it seems very smal]. 

The most important clause in the contract 
Will probably be one that will reserve to 
the board of county commissioners the 
right to refuse any or all of the United 
States prisoners presented to the jail. The 
same rule will be made to apply au 
prisoners from other eounties. 

It is not contemnlated that the board vil} 
desire to make any such change, but it 
wishes to have the privilege, should any 
reason arise, to refuse the prisoners tliat 
strictly under the jurisdiction of the 
county courts of Fulton county. 

If the jail should be so crowded that 
more room was wanted, then the eounty 
prisoners would hive to be placed in the 
cells set aside\for United States prisoners. 
if these were filled the county prisoners 
would be crowded out. To prevent any 
such contingency the board wants to make 
the foregoing provision. 

It is not thought that the question of 
the disposition of tne old jail will be taken 
up at the board meeting today. fume of 
the members want to convert the building 
into a public school and sell it to the city. 
The crowded condition in the schools hus 
now been almost entirely remedied and 
there is no pressing need for a school build- 
ing by the city at the present time. 

The board will probably take up the ques- 
tion of disposing of the old jail at the reg- 
ular monthly meeting next Wednesday,
